1.  What  do  Baptists  take  as  the  only  rule  of  faith  and 
practice? 

Answer.  The  Word  of  God. 

2.  What  do  Baptists  believe  in  regard  to  the  church? 
Answer.  That  it  is  a  spiritual  body,  consisting  only 

of  those  regenerated  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  and.  baptized  on  a 
personal  profession  of  faith. 

3.  What  is  the  first  fundamental  principle  that 
governs  Baptists? 

Answer.  Soul  liberty. 

4.  What  is  meant  by  soul  liberty? 

Answer.  No  human  authority  has  the  right  to 
interfere  with  the  relations  between  a  human  being  and  his 
God.  Rom.  xiv.,  4, 10,  11,  12 ;  Rev.  i.,  5,  6 ;  II.  Cor.  v.,  10 ; 
I.  Peter  v.,  3;  Luke  xxii.,  25,  26;  I.  Cor.  vii.,  23;  James 
ii.,  1 ;  I.  Peter  ii.,  9;  II.  Cor.  i.,  24 ;  I.  Cor.  vi.,  2. 

5.  To  whom  only  can  one  go  to  obtain  mercy? 

Answer.  “ Let  us  therefore  come  boldly  unto  the  throne 

of  grace  that  we  may  obtain  mercy  and  find  grace  to  help  in 
time  of  need.”  Heb.  iv.,  14-16. 

6.  Whom  do  they  consider  the  only  Mediator  and 
Redeemer? 

Answer.  “ The  Man  Christ  Jesus.”  I.  Tim.  ii.,  5. 

7.  To  whom  is  the  Christian  alone  responsible  for 
faith  and  practice? 
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Answer.  To  God  the  Maker  and  Creator. 

8.  Where  do  Baptists  get  their  form  of  church  organi¬ 
zation? 

Answer.  From  the  Bible .  Luke  xxii.,  14-19 ;  Acts  i., 
11,  15-16;  Acts  ii.,  1,  36-42. 

9.  What  do  Baptists  consider  the  fundamental  prin¬ 
ciples  that  lie  at  the  foundation  of  Christian  faith? 

Answer.  Baptism  and  Communion. 

10.  Of  what  is  baptism  a  type? 

Answer.  The  death,  burial  and  resurrection  of  the 
Lord  Jesus.  Col.  ii.,  12;  I.  Pet.  iii.,  21;  Rom.  vi.,  3-14;  I. 
Cor.  xv.,  29. 

11.  What  is  the  mode  of  baptism  practiced  by  Baptists? 
Answer.  Immersion. 

12.  What  Bible  authority  have  they  for  this  mode  of 
baptism? 

Answer.  The  example  set  by  our.  Savior.  Mark  i.,  9. 

13.  Do  Baptists  believe  there  is  any  saving  power  in 
baptism? 

Answer.  Of  course  not.  They  do  not  baptize  men  to 
make  them  Christians,  but  because  they  are  Christians. 

14.  What  do  all  Baptists  insist  must  precede  baptism? 
Answer.  Repentance  and  faith.  Acts  viii.,  37 ;  Acts 

xvi.,  29-34;  Acts  xviii.,  8. 

15.  Can  the  faith  of  our  pious  parents  save  us? 

Answer.  No.  We  must  ourselves  bring  forth  fruits 

meet  for  repentance.  Matt,  iii.,  7-9. 

16.  Do  Baptists  believe  that  children  who  die  in  infancy 
will  be  saved? 
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Answer.  Yes,  they  believe  they  will  be  included  in  the 
covenant  of  redemption  made  between  the  Father  and  the 
Son.  Heb.  xiii.,  20;  Jer.  i.,  5;  II.  Tim.  i.,  9;  Jer.  xxxi., 
3 ;  Zech.  ix.,  11 ;  Matt,  xix.,  13,  14. 

17.  Whom  do  Baptists  believe  should  take  the  Lord’s 
Supper? 

Answer.  Only  those  baptized  believers  who  have  been 
organized  into  a  church. 

18.  What  guide  have  they  for  this  rule  of  conduct? 

Answer.  Our  Savior  and  his  twelve  disciples  in  the 

upper  room  at  Jerusalem.  Matt,  xxvi.,  17-30;  Mark  xiv., 
17-26;  Luke  xxii.,  14-19. 

19.  Were  they  the  only  Christians  in  Jerusalem  at  that 
time? 

Answer.  No,  there  were  many  others,  among  them 
Jesus’s  own  mother. 

20.  Do  Baptists  believe  that  the  bread  and  wine  become 
the  actual  body  and  blood  of  our  Lord? 

Answer.  No,  they  believe  them  to  be  symbolic — nothing 

more. 

21.  Is  it  necessary  to  be  faultless  in  conduct  before  one 
partakes  of  the  Lord’s  Supper? 

Answer.  Not  at  all ;  there  was  a  Judas  at  the  supper 
in  the  upper  room  in  Jerusalem. 

22.  What  is  required? 

Answer.  An  earnest  desire  to  remember  our  Lord,  and 
Master,  and  to  resolve  thereafter  to  live  more  as  becomes  his 
follower. 

23.  How  should  an  erring  brother  in  the  church  be 
dealt  with’ 
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Answer.  Tell  him  his  fault ,  and  if  he  will  not  hear 
you ,  tell  it  to  the  church.  If  he  refuses  to  hear  the  church  he 
is  to  he  as  a  Gentile  and  ‘publican.  Matt,  xviii.,  15-18. 

24.  How  often  must  a  brother  be  forgiven? 

Answer.  “  Until  seventy  times  seven.” 

Matt,  xviii.,  22,  28. 

25.  What  authority  have  Baptists  for  their  belief  in 
Foreign  Missions? 

Answer.  Our  Savior’s  command ,  “Go  ye  into  all  the 
ivorld  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature”  and  the  con¬ 
duct  of  the  early  church  at  Antioch.  Mark  xvi.,  15,  16; 
Matt,  xxviii.,  18-20;  Luke  xxiv.,  46,  47;  Acts  xiii., 
1-43,  46,47 ;  Acts  xix.,  24,  27  ;  Acts  xxii.,  21 ;  Rom.  x.,  14- 
18;  Gal.  ii. ,  9;  Rom.  xvi.,  9-16. 

26.  What  authority  have  they  for  Home  Missions? 

Answer.  Our  Savior’s  parable  of  “The  Good  Samari¬ 
tan,”  and  his  command  to  love  our  neighbor  as  ourselves. 

27.  How  do  Baptists  choose  their  pastors? 

Answer.  As  the  early  church  in  the  Bible  did. — by  casting 
lots  or  votes;  every  member ,  male  or  female,  having  a  vote. 
Acts  i.,  14 ;  Acts  ii.,  1. 

28.  What  should  be  the  qualification  of  a  pastor  or 
bishop  of  the  flock? 

Answer.  “He  should  be  a  man  of  good  report,  who 
holds  fast  the  faithful  word.  He  should  be  apt  to  teach  and 
patient,  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  holding  the  faith  in  pure  con¬ 
science.”  Tit.  i.,  7-9;  II.  Tim.  ii.,  24,  25;  I.  Tim.  iii.,  3-7. 

29.  How  should  he  preach? 

Answer.  “Not  himself,  but  Christ  Jesus,  the  Lord.” 
II.  Cor.  v.,  7;  I.  Cor.  ii.,  1-5;  Acts  xx.,  27. 
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30.  What  are  the  duties  of  a  pastor? 

Answer.  “To  feed  the  flock  of  God ,  taking  the  over- 
iight  not  by  constraint  but  willingly ,  not  for  filthy  lucre  but 
of  a  ready  mind.”  I.  Pet.  v.,  2,  3;  Jer.  iii.,  15. 

31.  What  are  the  duties  of  the  deacons? 

Answer.  To  attend  to  the  wants  of  the  poor ,  to  aid  the 
minister  and  to  distribute  the  alms  or  contributions. 

32.  How  many  deacons  are  chosen? 

Answer.  Seven.  “Look  ye  out  among  you  seven  men 
of  honest  report,  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  wisdom,  whom  we 
may  appoint  over  this  business.”  Acts  vi.,  1-7. 

33.  By  whom  are  they  chosen? 

Answer.  By  the  church. 

34.  What  are  the  qualifications  of  a  deacon? 

Answer.  “He  must  be  honest,  wise,  grave,  not  double- 

tongued,  not  given  to  wine,  not  greedy  of  filthy  lucre;  the  hus¬ 
band  of  one  wife,  ruling  his  children  and  liis  household  well. 
He  must  be  full  also  of  the  Holy  Ghost ,  and  hold  the  faith  in 
pure  conscience.” 

35.  What  is  the  duty  of  a  deacon’s  wife? 

Answer.  “She  must  be  grave,  not  slanderous,  sober 
and  faithful  in  all  things.”  I.  Tim.  iii. 

36.  Do  Baptists  believe  that  a  minister  should  be  sup¬ 
ported  by  the  church? 

Answer.  Yes,  and  liberally  supported. 

“Thou  shalt  not  muzzle  the  mouth  of  the  ox  that  treadeth 
out  the  corn.”  I.  Tim.  v.,  17, 18. 

“  They  that  preach  the  gospel  should  live  of  the  gospel.” 
I.  Cor.  ix.,  14. 

“The  labourer  is  worthy  of  his  hire.”  Luke  x.,  7. 
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37.  Do  all  Baptist  churches  live  up  to  this  faith  and 
practice? 

Answer.  Each  church  must  answer  this  question  for 
itself,  but  a  church  is  injured  spiritually  that  fails  to  pay  its 
pastor  liberally  and  promptly. 

38.  What  should  actuate  all  Christian  giving? 

Answer.  Love.  Paul  told  the  Corinthians  “ to  give  to 

prove  the  sincerity  of  their  love.”  II.  Cor.  viii.,  8. 

39.  What  should  a  Christian  give? 

Answer.  The  first  fruits — the  best  that  he  has.  Ex. 
xxiii.,  19;  Num.  xviii.,  12. 

40.  How  should  he  give? 

Answer.  Liberally,  with  good  measure,  cheerfully,  ac¬ 
cording  to  his  ability ,  according  as  God  has  blessed,  him,  with 
simplicity,  systematically  and  regularly.  Is.  xxxii.,  8  ;  Luke 
vi.,  38;  II.  Cor.  ix.,  7;  II.  Cor.  viii.,  12;  Deut.  xvi.,  17; 
Rom.xii.,  8;  I.  Cor.  xvi.,  2. 

41.  Is  any  member  of  the  church  excused? 

Answer.  Not  one,  no  matter  how  poor  he  is.  uLet 
every  one  of  you,”  etc.,  said  Paul  in  his  epistle  to  the  Corinth¬ 
ians.  I.  Cor.  xvi.,  2. 

42.  What  is  one  of  the  greatest  sins  that  beset  the 
Christian  of  to-day? 

Answer.  Covetousness. 

43.  What  is  meant  by  covetousness? 

Answer.  Eagerness  of  gain.  “  The  love  of  money  is 
the  root  of  all  evil.” 

44.  What  is  the  duty  of  every  church  member? 

Answer.  To  give  liberally  to  the  church  and  to  mis- 
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dons;  to  be  'punctual  in  attendance  upon  all  church  services; 
to  be  faithful  to  every  duty  and  to  love  the  brethren. 

45.  What  should  be  the  characteristics  of  Christians? 
Answer.  Epistles  to  be  read,  of  all  men;  the  light  of  the 

world;  the  salt  of  the  earth;  good  soldiers;  stewards;  lively 
stones;  a  peculiar  people ;  kings  and  priests. 

46.  Do  Baptists  hold  conventions  and  associations? 
Answer.  Yes. 

47.  What  is  the  province  of  the  convention? 

Answer.  It  is  simply  a  working  body  composed  of  mes¬ 
sengers  from  other  churches ,  associations  and  missionary 
societies.  It  is  formed  for  the  purpose  of  concentrating  the 
efforts  of  the  churches. 

48.  What  is  the  province  of  the  associations? 

Answer.  The  associations  have  no  power  to  enact  a  law 

governing  other  churches.  It  is  simply  a.  means  of  finding 
out  through  appointed  delegates  what  other  churches  are  doing 
in  the  lines  of  Christian  work. 

49.  Have  the  Baptists  any  creed? 

Answer.  None  save  the  Bible. 

50.  What  do  all  regular  Baptists  generally  believe? 
Answer.  1.  That  the  Bible  is  inspired ,  therefore  Divine. 

2.  That  there  are  three  in  the  Godhead — God  the  Father , 
God  the  Son ,  and  God  the  Holy  Ghost. 

3.  That  man  vias  created  holy  but  fell  through  transgression. 

4.  That  man  became  guilty  and  was  condemned.
